GMS Ribbon Cut, Doors Open 
With More than 1,000 Students 


An excited crowd of 
students, parents, staff, 
local dignitaries and com- 
munity members gath- 
ered outside Greenbelt 
Middle School (GMS) 
early Monday morning, 
eager to cut the red rib- 
bon which was stretched 
across the entrance to the 
new school building. 

After Principal War- 
ren Tweedy welcomed 
the crowd, school board 
member Peggy Higgins, 
who represents Green- 
belt, introduced the dig- 
nitaries, including Prince 
George’s County Schools 
Superintendent Dr. Wil- 
liam Hite; State Superin- 
tendent Lillian Lowery; 
school board members 
Verjeana Jacobs and Pa- 
tricia Eubanks; County 
Councilmember Ingrid Turner; 
State Delegates Anne Healey 
and Tawanna Gaines; Mayor Ju- 
dith Davis and fellow Greenbelt 
City Councilmembers Leta Mach, 
Konrad Herling and Ed Putens; 
Berwyn Heights Mayor Cheye

Calvo and Councilmember Patri- 
cia Dennison; and a representa- 
tive from the National Education 
Association. 

Big changes started at Green- 
belt Middle School two years 
ago, when the entire adminis- 


tration and half the 
school staff were re- 
placed because the 
school had failed to 
make “Adequate Year- 
ly Progress” on the 
Maryland State Assess- 
ment for several years. 
Sharon Porter became 
principal and intro- 
duced many positive 
changes at the school. 
When she had to re- 
locate to North Caro- 
lina halfway through 
the year due to the ill 
health of her mother, 
Vice Principal War- 
ren Tweedy took over 
as principal and built 
on the improvements 
that she had started. 
During the speeches 
it was reported that 
Greenbelt Middle 
School made a 15 percent in- 
crease in math scores over the 
past two years, and a 4 to 9 per- 
cent increase in reading scores. 
These changes have improved

City Manager Offers Overview 
Of Possible Capital Projects 


Nearly two months after 
adopting the Fiscal Year 2013 
Greenbelt City Budget, council 
held a worksession August 6 to 
get a preliminary financial report 
on the end of Fiscal Year 2012 
and to review the city’s capital 
projects programmed for FY13. 
These projects are expected to 
be completed within five years 
(through Fiscal Year 2017). 

Also on council’s agenda was 
a list of candidate projects over 
the next five years. In addi- 
tion some projects were classi-

fied as “Identifiable Big-Ticket 
Capital Projects” planned within 
five years and “Other Big-Ticket 
Items for Consideration.” 

Greenbelt has a longstanding 
tradition that council waits until 
the annual operating budget is 
adopted before scheduling work- 
sessions on capital programs. 
The August 6 worksession was 
the first of several to be sched- 
uled on capital projects. Six 
members of council were pres- 
ent, with Councilmember Edward 
Putens unable to attend.

Fiscal Year End 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin first discussed the 
near-final numbers for the just- 
completed FY12 that ended June 
30. His memo noted that al- 
though some final payments may 
be outstanding, the city will end 
FY12 slightly better than esti- 
mated. 

The city’s undesignated and 
unreserved fund balance will 
be approximately $2.7 million 
or 10.9 percent of FY12 expen- 
ditures, above the $2.6 million 
estimated in March. Through 
most of his tenure as city man- 
ager, McLaughlin has striven 
for the city to have at least a 10 
percent unreserved fund balance 
as a cushion against unforeseen 
economic or financial circum- 
stances. Councils have supported 
this goal. 

He listed as overall good news 
that Corporate Tax revenues are 
$242,000 higher than budgeted 
and Aquatic and Fitness Center 
revenues ended up $27,000 more 
than projected with increases in 
summer pool passes and class 
revenue. The Greenbelt kids’ 
camp and class revenues and 
program revenues were $36,000 
higher than projected, and Red

Movie Theater Plans Set 
To Move Ahead by 2013

A long-sought, wide-ranging 
renovation of city-owned Old 
Greenbelt Theatre moved forward 
in an active city council workses- 
sion Monday night, August 20. 
Many of the more than 20 people 
in the audience as well as coun- 
cilmembers spoke before the two 
hour-plus meeting ended. 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin keyed the discussion 
with a detailed status report from 
Planning and Community De- 
velopment Director Celia Craze. 
McLaughlin said renovation plans 
were complete except for some 
electric service work; a building 
permit good through December 
20 can be extended; and contract 
documents, while not prepared, 
“are ready to go.” 

The work includes upgrading 
electrical, plumbing and HVAC 
(heating, ventilation, air condi- 
tioning) systems plus renovating 


or replacing the stage area; reno- 
vating the lobby (including rest- 
rooms and concession stand); and 
upgrading to a new digital screen. 
Some $800,000 is budgeted, in- 
cluding $380,000 in state funds. 

Based on a 2010 estimate, the 
current projected cost is about 
$1.4 million, although McLaugh- 
lin said all cost figures need to 
be revisited and the Craze report 
said that “alternate approaches” 
could reduce costs to an esti- 
mated $1 million. 

McLaughlin spoke in support 
of a negotiated process with con- 
tractors instead of seeking bids, 
as a more flexible and effective 
approach. Toward the meeting’s 
end, all councilmembers infor- 
mally agreed with this view.

Rep. Steny Hoyer Discusses 
Aftordable Care Act Here

Congressman Steny Hoyer 
began a very busy day in Prince 
George’s County on Friday, Au- 
gust 17 right here in Green- 
belt. A little after 9:30 a.m. he 
joined 24 members of the Prince 
George’s County Advisory Com- 
mittee on Aging to update them 
on recent federal legislation — 
the Affordable Care Act. The 
meeting was held in the council 
chamber of the Municipal Build- 
ing. 

Seated around a large con- 
ference table, the group of 24 
representatives warmly welcomed 
Hoyer. This would be the first 
of four such meetings he was to 
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hold that day with groups in his 
district, including College Park, 
Hyattsville and Leonardtown. 
Sitting in for Mayor Judith 
Davis, who was attending an 
annual meeting in Ocean City, 
Mayor Pro Tem Emmett Jordan 
welcomed Hoyer and all those 
present from out of town. He 
was followed in greetings by 
Christal Batey, Greenbelt's Com- 
munity Resource Advocate, who 
is also the county's chairperson of 
the Advisory Committee. 
“America is getting older,” 
Hoyer began, “an issue for

Laurel Museum Seeks 


Civil War Memorabilia 

The Laurel Historical Society’s 
(LHS) exhibit committee 1s look- 
ing for letters, photos, military 
records, diaries, maps, medals, 
articles, postcards, clothing or 
stories that mention the Civil War 
and this Maryland town for an 
upcoming exhibit. 

Laurel, located midway be- 
tween Baltimore and Washington 
on the vital B&O railroad line, 
was carefully guarded by Union 
soldiers throughout the war. 

From January to September 
1863, it was also the site of a 
small Civil War hospital. In a 
Southern-leaning state that re- 
mained in the Union, Laurel resi- 
dents fought for both the North 
and the South. 

Information about the town’s 
African-American population 
during the period is also of great 
interest. Recent research has 
identified two black Laurel resi- 
dents, Henry American and John 
Williams, who were drafted into 
the army in September 1863. 
Any additional information on 
them and the experiences of other 
African American residents of the 
town during the war and after 
would also be welcome.

the general culture and morale of 
the staff and students. 

During those years, staff, 
parents, community members 
and elected officials worked 
hard to push through approv- 
al for the much-needed new 
building. Plans had been on 
the books for many years but 
funding always fell through. 
This time, thanks to PTA peti- 
tions and the efforts of elected 
officials (especially pointed 
commentary by Councilmember 
Ingrid Turner and many oth- 
ers), the funding was approved 
and the new building was con- 
structed adjacent to the old 
building during the 2011-2012 
school year. The $56 million 
facility 1s designated a Gold 
LEED (Leadership in Energy 
and Environmental Design) 
building. As reported in previ- 
ous articles, the building incor- 
porates many “green” features 
which make it energy-efficient 
and the rooms are filled with 
natural light. 

Larger Capacity 

The new building has a 
much larger capacity than the 
old one and will house addi- 
tional 6th-graders from Green- 
belt Elementary and Holly- 
wood Elementary, as well as 
the Talented and Gifted magnet 
program for the northern end of 
the county. 

Once the ribbon was cut, to 
great applause, school buses 
started arriving, bringing more 
than 1,000 students to begin 
a new school year in the new 
building. An hour later, after 
helping to hand out schedules 
to the students in the large, 
airy gymnasium, this reporter 
walked through the hallways 
past rows of green and yel- 
low lockers and observed the 
students quietly engaged in 
learning in the new classrooms 
at their ergonomically-designed 
desks. A new school year has 
begun. 

Meanwhile, the ribbon-cut- 
ting opening of the new school 
did not go unnoticed in the 
media and throughout the re- 
gion. With a front-page Metro 
section article Tuesday in the 
Washington Post by Ovetta 
Wiggins and live WAMU cov- 
erage by reporter Armando Tru- 
elle, who interviewed a student 
and later a mother live on air, 
there has been wide coverage 
of the opening of Greenbelt’s 
new showcase middle school.

posits about 22 weeks from com- 
pleting design drawings to begin- 
ning construction by early 2013, 
when the theater would be closed 
for up to six months. Led by 
Mayor Judith Davis, councilmem- 
bers agreed on the need to move 
forward. She said a memo should 
be sent to the state delegation “so 
they know we’re progressing” and 
state funds based on the theatre’s 
historic status will remain non- 
encumbered. 

At the start, Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts called for making 
the theater more versatile, perhaps 
with a roll-up screen. “He said it’s 
a struggle to bring people in now.” 

Paul Sanchez, operator of the 
395-seat theater, countered that a 
new digital screen will be needed 
by next year to ensure getting a 
timely selection of films from dis- 
tributors. He said that 95 percent 
of area movie houses now have 
digital screens. 

At the end of the meeting May- 
or Davis asked who wanted to get 
such a screen. All councilmembers 
and all those in the audience — a 
number of whom had spoken for 
the move earlier — raised their 
hands. Sanchez also said that the 


roof may need reinforcing. 

The current screen, said Coun- 
cilmember Konrad Herling, is the 
largest in the county. 


He noted 


the theater was “a kind of com- 
munity center” in its early years, 
although it would be difficult for 
the Greenbelt Arts Center to use 
the site now. 

Sanchez responding to Council- 
member Emmett Jordan said that 
church use of the theater Sunday 
mornings was “working out pretty 
well.” 

Barbara Simon, president of 
the Greenbelt Community Devel- 
opment Corporation, expressed 
eagerness to support the project. 
Sylvia Lewis, backed by Michael 
Hartmann, urged that the theater be 
made “truly accessible” for people 
with disabilities, including the vi- 
sion and hearing impaired. She 
spoke of raising more than $10,000 
for the descriptive video and closed 
captioning equipment. Simon was 
also interested in making this a 
priority. 

Mayor Davis thanked them and 
said funds could be sought as well 
from the Friends of the Old Green- 
belt Theatre. 

Susan Gervasi underlined the 
importance of a good projector for 
the Annual Utopia Film Festival in 
October. Bill Orleans said there 
was another financing option — city 
council could raise needed funds 
by taxation. 

The meeting ended at 10:10 
p.m.

Light Camera revenue came in 
$67,000 over projected revenue 
since reactivation of the cameras 
on Kenilworth Avenue. 

In the bad-news category, Real 
Property Abatements exceeded 
FY12 budget estimates by nearly 
$300,000. In response to council 
questions, McLaughlin said the 
majority are for commercial, not 
residential, properties and added 
that the city became aware of the 
overrun early enough to consider 
the impact on the FY13 budget. 

Finally, due to a timing glitch, 
street permits were $80,000 below 
budget revenues. Staff indicated 
those revenues will be received 
and accounted for in FY13. 

Just as the Greenbelt News 
Review needs good proofreaders 
to catch errors, city staff encoun- 
tered an “oops” moment following 
approval of the budget in June; 
McLaughlin explained that the 
approved transfer of $200,000 to 
support the theater renovation had 
not been transferred as planned 
into the General Fund in the FY13 
budget. He said council consid- 
eration was needed to rectify the 
omission. 

Mayor Judith Davis said that 
she would support authorizing the 
manager to transfer $200,000 from 
the city’s fund balance. The mat- 
ter will appear on an upcoming 
council agenda. 

Capital Projects Funds 

Council then reviewed various 
city funds supporting capital proj- 
ects of which the most important 
for FY13 is the Capital Projects 
Fund, which consists of funds set 
aside for specific projects. This 
year’s appropriation is $300,000 


and is supported as well by vari- 
ous grant funds for a total of 
$1,219,600. 

For the most part this annual 
fund focuses on city infrastructure 
improvements, including replace- 
ment of the police station’s under- 
ground gasoline tank ($100,000) 
and a Safe Routes to School grant 
to improve Springhill Drive at 
front of the SHL Elementary 
School ($152,400). 

Other items are a city bus shel- 
ter program, this year possibly 
with a revised design ($5,000), 
and a proposed City Gateway 
Entrance Signage which includes 
renovating the Southway sign and 
consideration of signs at Crescent 
Road and Kenilworth Avenue and 
at Greenbelt and Mandan Roads 
($20,000). 

The city may also resurface 
Mandan Road, Ora Glen Drive, 
Hanover Parkway and Kara Court 
($262,000), complete miscel- 
laneous concrete repairs for 
sidewalks and driveway aprons 
throughout the city ($40,000) 
and develop Greenbrook trails 
based on a city easement with the 
Greenbrook Community ($11,000). 

Land acquisition of undeter- 
mined parcels identified and ap- 
proved by council ($500,000) is 
also on the list as well as a pro- 
posed “Wall of Honor” ($13,000) 
at the Community Center. Play- 
ground improvements, includ- 
ing the proposed relocation of 
existing playgrounds at 12 Court 
Hillside and 2 Laurel Hill into a 
single playground at a new loca- 
tion ($86,000) were listed, as well 
as Greenbelt Lake dam repairs 
and dredging with preparation

In response to questions, 
McLaughlin said he expects all 
projects listed to be accomplished 
during FY13. The Hillside/ 
Laurel Hill drainage improvement 
project, is nearing completion. 
Additional funding is being sought 
from the Maryland Department of 
the Environment. Although not 
funded during FY13, additional 
projects are included in a five- 
year plan including Buddy Attick 
Park improvements, McDonald 
Field lights, Aquatic & Fitness 
Center changes and re-grading of 
Hanover Parkway swales. 

Items in Limbo 

A project not in the five-year 
plan may be listed in what might 
be called a Capital Improvement 
Limbo. Examples of such wish- 
list projects include: recoating of 
the foam roof of the Youth Center, 
painting the Community Center 
exterior, replacing the floor on the 
Community Center Gym stage and 
upgrading street lights. 

Other items on this list include 
the Roosevelt Center Mall upgrade 
(Phase II — behind the statue), ex- 
pansion of Greenbelt Cemetery to 
include an urn wall, Schrom Hills 
field lighting, Municipal Building 
expansion and renovation of the 
Youth Center gym roof. There 
are no projected costs for these 
projects. 

Big Ticket Projects 

Although not part of the FY13 
budget document, McLaughlin 
provided additional listings labeled 
“Big-Ticket Capital Projects.” 
One listing had a “within five

estimated cost of $3.15 million for 
Public Works Facility refinancing. 
Currently $850,000 is the balance 
of the cost overrun for the bond 
issue-supported reconstruction and 
modernization of the Public Works 
complex at the end of Crescent 
Road. Council has accepted the 
manager’s suggestion that it would 
be more economical for the city to 
“refinance” the $850,000 by using 
$50,000 annual payments from the 
city’s unreserved balance to “pay 
back” the 2001 Bond Fund for 
the overrun. 

For the proposed roof repair 
for the Aquatic & Fitness Center 
Roof, McLaughlin estimated a 
cost of $500,000. 

For Greenbelt Lake dredging 
and Greenbelt Lake dam repairs, 
he estimates a cost of $1.5 mil- 
lion to undertake state-required 
improvements to assure the lake’s 
integrity and water quality. The 
city 1s pursuing possible fund- 
ing assistance and low-interest 
financing from the state for these 
projects. 

Other Major Items 

Community Center gym win- 
dows replacements are estimated 
to cost $300,000. 

Beyond the $3.15 million, oth- 
er “big-ticket” items include $6 
million for land acquisition and 
construction of a new Greenbelt 
fire station in a new location with 
possible county funding involved. 

An additional $2 million is 
an estimated price tag for a 
Springhill Lake Recreation Cen- 
ter expansion. This project may 
hinge on the final disposition of

Let Us Make Love, Not War 
Is Lysistrata’s Message

Aristophanes’s Lysistrata is 
raucous, bawdy, anti-war, pro- 
sex — a noisy meditation on the 
follies of men and the cunning 
of women; the former rule (and 
die) on the battlefield; the latter 
rule (and thrive) in the bed- 
room. As fresh today as it was 
2,400 years ago, Lysistrata’s 
title character persuades the 
Athenian women to capture the 
Acropolis to cut off funding for 
the Peloponnesian War and to 
go on a sexual strike until the 
Athenian men make peace with 
the Spartans. 

The Rude Mechanicals, 
whose aesthetic credo is “Mod- 
ernize the classics. Be irrever- 
ent!” have perpetrated another 
hilarious success by bringing 
Lysistrata to the Greenbelt Arts 
Center. 

They have set it in 1969, 
when an amateur theater group 
stages Lysistrata to protest the 
American involvement in the 
Vietnam war. The production 
is saturated with 60s anti-war 
and feminist songs, potsmok- 
ing, flower power — the heady 
optimism that inspired the Age 
of Aquarius — “perhaps the last 
time there was actually a sense 
that the actions of a few people 
could change the world,” as Jaki 
Demarest writes in her generous, 
intelligent director’s notes. 

Slender, elegant Lisa Hill- 
Corley (Lysistrata) is fiercely 
persuasive as the leader of the 
(a)sexual revolution. By turns 
humorous, rational, subtle and 
threatening, she eventually con- 
vinces her Athenian Sisterhood 
— the very talented Erin Mi- 
chelle Jones, Lauren Beward, 
Mikki Barry, Katie Wanschura, 
Rebecca Hranji and Erica Smit 
— to swear an oath to neither 
sleep with nor grovel before 
their men. 

“Tll never point my slippers 
toward the ceiling, Nor like a 
lioness on all fours go kneel- 
ing.” 

They seal the deal by pass- 
ing joints around and chanting 
“May my weed turn to orega- 
no if I break my vow!” while 
“Stoned Soul Picnic” plays in 
the background. 

When the Sisterhood refus- 
es to vacate the Acropolis the 
preening, arrogant men scorn- 
fully guffaw but are promptly 
laid low — the only time they 
are laid — by the newly orga- 
nized union. As the women 
announce “It’s ballkicking-for- 
peace time,” the music piped 


in is “All we are saying is give 
peace a chance.” 

Eventually the men do give 
peace a chance, particularly 
after Lysistrata uses a homely 
metaphor of women’s work at 
the spindle and distaff to ex- 
plain what they are trying to 
achieve. Women unravel wool, 
remove the burrs, purify it of 
flaws and reweave it into some- 
thing magical and useful — a 
harmonious polis. “We cause 
men to be born; you make them 
die,” adds one of the ladies — or 
warriors, rather. 

Cleverly timed use of lyrics 
like Aretha Franklin’s “You bet- 
ter think about what you’re try- 
in’ to do to me,” Edwin Starr’s 
“War! What is it good for?” 
Grace Slick and the Jefferson 
Airplane’s “Don’t you want 
somebody to love?” and the 
Beatles’ “All you need is love” 
enhance the deadly serious hi- 
jinks wonderfully. 

All 10 men are effective 
but four in particular are quite 
courageous. Usually outsized 
codpieces are used to express 
the painful tumescence of the 
frustrated brotherhood but Jaki 
Demarest uses “anthropomorphic 
erections” — a tactful circum- 
locution if there ever was one 
— instead. 

Peter Orvetti is the “honorary 
member” of Cinesias (Joshua 
Engel), the tumescent Athe- 
nian Magistrate who makes 
peace with the equally tumes- 
cent Spartan Ambassador (Greg 
Wynn), whose “honorary mem- 
ber” is Steve Calami. These 
four men had the opening night 
audience of 50 in stitches dur- 
ing the finale. 

Lauren Beward and Erica 
Smith flaunt an entirely differ- 
ent kind of costume. As Myr- 
rhine, wife of Cinesias, Beward 
sports a clingy red leather mini- 
sheath accessorized by strappy 
golden sandals — no wonder 
Cinesias aches to make peace. 
The already tall Smith (Stratyl- 
lis) heightens herself with high- 
heeled black knee-high boots 
decorated with red flames. With 
her silver lamé miniskirt, Smith 
is one very assured, very intimi- 
dating Amazon. 

This raunchy frolic is an 
hour and 20 minutes including 
a 10-minute intermission. It is 
enormous fun coupled with wise 
political insight. Enjoy it on 
Fridays and Saturdays only at 8 
p.m., on August 24, 25, 31 and 
September 1.

City Interest in Old GMS 
Sparks Lively Debate

With new Greenbelt Middle 
School now open for use, the 
question of whether and how 
the city might use the old mid- 
dle school building remains un- 
answered. So once again the 
Greenbelt City Council applied 
itself to this topic at its meeting 
on August 13. 

Action Advocated 

The Greenbelt Middle School 
Task Force completed its mission 
and submitted its final report on 
June 21. Its former chair, David 
Lange, addressed council and 
encouraged action by the city 
that is “assertive and definite and 
detailed.” He pointed out that two 
schools have expressed interest in 
leasing space at the facility, which 
could leave the city without a 
presence if it does not take action 
soon to show a firm interest. 

While a school board repre- 
sentative suggested by email that 
the city start with a request to 
use 3,000 square feet of space 
at the school, Lange thought that 
amount of space would be too 
little to address the needs for 
community services in Greenbelt 
West. The task force had recom- 
mended the city seek use of spe- 
cific dedicated spaces that would 
total 36,629 square feet. The 
space thus recommended by the 
task force would include the 1969 
administrative wing, the 1953 
gym and the 1937 high school. 

Mach Motion 

After some discussion, Coun- 
cilmember Leta Mach made a 
motion that the city send the 
school system a letter of inter- 
est in leasing dedicated space in 
the building and in sharing space 
with other entities. Her motion 
was to include most of the task 
force recommendations and also 
included the specific square foot- 
age described above. 

Other councilmembers sug- 
gested modifying the task force 
list to eliminate a list of condi- 
tions but making the city’s intent 
subject to results of the county’s 
planned building assessment. 
City interest also would be sub- 


ject to county plans for renova- 
tion and uses of the facility. 

The statement would oppose 
demolition of any part of the 
building, which the task force 
had recommended and which 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
had spoken for earlier in the 
meeting. Roberts also wanted 
the city to oppose expansion of 
the bus lot. Mach agreed to have 
her motion amended to include 
relocation of the bus lot. 

Discussion ended when Coun- 
cilmember Edward Putens called 
the question. Mayor Judith Da- 
vis then restated the motion, as 
amended, and the vote was taken. 
The motion passed, five to two. 

Council Opposition 

Roberts thought the city 
should decide what it wanted and 
the cost and then go to city resi- 
dents to see what they would be 
willing to pay before giving the 
county concrete ideas as to the 
city’s desires, rather than merely 
expressing a vague interest. He 
thought it unfair of the city to 
seek space that might then be 
denied to others when the city 
does not know if it will be able 
to follow through and pay for 
it. When the vote came, Roberts 
voted against the motion. 

Councilmember Silke Pope 
also voted no on the motion. 
She thought since the condi- 
tion of the building and money 
needed for maintenance and re- 
pairs are unknown she could not 
support asking for space there. 
She questioned where the money 
would come from. She thought 
the city already had communicat- 
ed an interest in the school and 
that it did not need to go further 
than it already has. 

Audience Support 

Keith Chernikoff, a member 
of the task force, told council 
he supported the motion as it 
was constructed. He thought the 
process would be harder than the 
one to acquire the old Center 
School for a Community Center 
but felt council had taken a step 
in the right direction. 


Greenbelt's Letter 
To School Board — 


August 14, 2012 


Dear Dr. Hite: 

At its August 13, 2012, meet- 
ing, the Greenbelt City Council 
discussed the future use of the 
“old” Greenbelt Middle school 
on Edmonston Road. This letter 
is follow up to prior communi- 
cations from the City, including 
the June 4, 2012, meeting with 
School Board representative Peg- 
gy Higgins, then-Deputy Super- 
intendent Bonita Coleman-Potter 
and Associate Superintendent 
Keith Miles. 

As previously communicated, 
the City remains very interested 
in exploring with the School sys- 
tem the lease of dedicated space 
in the “old” Greenbelt Middle 
School. The City would like 
to discuss the possibility of us- 
ing approximately 36,000 square 
feet of space in the historic two- 
story original high school section, 
the 1969 administrative wing 
and the 1953 gymnasium. This 
would enable the City to provide 
needed community services open 
to everyone, but particularly pro- 
grammed to the needs of Franklin 
Park residents. The City would 
also like to explore the joint 
use of shared space in the “old” 
Greenbelt Middle School. 

The City would appreciate 
a copy of the School system’s 
building assessment report and 
any plans for the renovation and 
usage of leased space. Obviously 
our interest would be subject to 
the findings in the report. Fur- 
ther, the City still continues to 
urge the School system to retain 
the entirety of the “old” Green- 
belt Middle School and to pursue 
plans to relocate the school bus 
storage lot to an area outside of 
Greenbelt.
